Encreafe of our Eft-/ndiz Company’s 
Trade, as to the Flux of Silks, Cal'i- 
coes, &c. and fuch other Goods as interfer’d 
wictn our own Manufa@ures ; I come now 
to fhew you at Jeaft in 2 frort View, how far 
this Trade did really interfere with and pre- 
judice our Manufaétures, how far ir Ruin’d 
our Poor, or Depopulated our Country. 
And Firft, let us examine, how it far’d 
with our Populous Manufaéturing Towns, 
where before this, our Poor were fubfifted, 
maintain’d, and employ’d by Trade, and par- 
ticularly by the Weaving ot Si ks, Scuffs, &c. 
To begin withthe City of Canterbury, 
where the Manufactures of Silk having been 
tor many Years Planted, and the numbers 
of Foreigners that fettled there very greats 
the Employment of the Poor upon the Silk 


ie been telling you the Growth and 


was exceedingly encreafed ; near 2 10co 
Looms have been thought, generally fpeak- 
ing, to have been employ’d there, and a 
proportion’d number of Families muft ofCon- 
fequence have cheir Bread from that Trade ; 
and how didthi- City feel the Effe@ of the 
Encreafe of Eajt- India Goods?—Juft as the 
Encreafe of cue part appear’d, the Decreate 
of the other Part was as Vifible ; ia the fe- 
veral Years of the growth of the. Eaft- Indi. 
Trade, from 14590, to 1700 or there abouts, 
this City Langu fh’d, the number of Mafters 
Decreafed; they were either Dead, and gone 
fer up in their Rooms, or Broke, and other- 
wifereduc’d, or left cff, nothing being to 
be gottzn by the Trade, till the number of 
Looms were reduc’d under go, aad not 
without probability of the Trade -beirg 
wholly loft to that Place, and ifthe ua- 
expe Ged 
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expected improvement of Planting Hops, 
bad sot help’d the Poor tofubfift, that Ci 

ty had been ina tair way of being reckor d 
among one of the forfaken declining Towns 
in England, like Sandwich, or VVinchelfea, 
whieh rather live to fhow the Ruines of 
good Towas,than to be called Seats of Trade. 

From hence tet us go to Normich,and Nor- 
folk 5 the City of Norwich indeed (upported 
her felf under the Lofs better than other 
Places, by its having a great Foreign and 
Country T.ade: But let any Man,who knew 
that City about 25 Years before,campare its 
Condition to what ir was reduc’d to in the 
Year 1699, end the vifibje Decay was no 
to be concea d. The Mafters gone to Londa. , 
the Workmen intothe Army,and Navy,and 
in fevera! of the great Towns of Norfolk, 
where they drove formerly a great part of 
the Trade, the Manufa€tures feem’d quite 
loft and forgottea. 

But tocome nearer home, Spittle- Fields, 
in which the number of Weavers and their 
Depesdenaes yre 2 Prodigy, and wit) hardly 
heag a Cilcufation—What Miferies, what 
DéArucfion did this Mirpriting Growth of 
the Eaft India Goods mike there ? The dit 
contented melancholy Peor's bore their 
Ruin with the laff degree of Patience 5 
the poor Workmen defticate and abstdon’d, 
fcatter’d themiivesinto a) mander of Em- 
ploymentts, fuch as Coal-Heaving, Porte- 
ring, Fruit and Fifh-crying ; fome to the 
Alcesys oshers the Fleet, abuadance co 
micoe Beggiog and Starving, aftd perhapd 
nota few va Raking, Thieving, and other 
Evil Courtes 3 fa Ghort, all forts of Mikry 
abounded.among them. and itis impoffitle 
to defcribe it. 

Tea fook at the Gfreets} how thia of In- 
babirants, the Houle talling down, and 
without Tenants the Looms fanding Rill 
without Workmen, or fattfor Breads the 
Mafters withoot Journymen, the Jourmy- 
men without Work, | and their Families 
without Bread 3 chat this was the Cat of 
Spittic- Ficids, A Rave but too many Wir- 
neflesto vouch for ; Houfes in Spite Fields 
would yield ro Rent, and in many Places 
pe Rent weuld not repair them, and in 
other Places whole Rows might have been 
porcha(ed for the fecusing the Grovfki 


Rents, and by my Computation, near 20000 
People of all forts in thts one Part were 
thrown eut of their Employment, and 
{catter’d Abroad to (eek Bread. 

And let no Man wonder when I talk of 
the Defolation, this encreafe of the Baft- 
India Goods made in Spistle-Fields, or en- 

uire for Reafons co prove what was the 
Cssle of it; fince ’tis apparent the Goods 
brought from Jndi¢ interfer’d with, and 
confequeantly fupplanted almof: every thing, 
whether W volen or Silk,which -hat vak Body 
of People were generally employ’d in. 

Then let them coniider, that not only 
the Humour of the Time run againft the 
bed ot fos own Produce. bur the feveral 
Goods brought from Jndia are made five 
Parts in fix under our Price, and being 
Imported and Sold ac an extravagant Ad. 
vantage, were yet capable of underfelling 
the cheapeft thing we could fet about. 

Let them then confider, that very near 
300000 People are employ’d in. the feveral 
Parts of Emglaed, on thole very Goods 
which the Trade in Silks and Callicoes thus 
interfer’d with ; and it wil no more appear 
ftrange, that fo general a Decay upon our 
ManufaGures began to be very fenfible to 
ws, aad that the Clamours of the Poor 
begat toaffect us m more Refpeéts than ene. 

T contels; it might be a ufefal piece ot 
Policy to repeal this A&, and reftore Trade 
ts its former Decay, in order to a moe 
certain, fpeedy, and effeGiual way of bear- 
ing the Frew, oft. to take care the Pop 
ae may be mmide poor, chat they i9@v he.
